The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 1,3-19,29, 39,40,49,56-61,75,78,81,83,84,85 and 90 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1,15,29,81,85 and 90, and their respective dependent claims. 

The claims recites "sorter," "rotator," and "comparator." But they fails to 
particularly point out what is being sorted, rotated and compared. 

Claims 5 and 56 recite terms c x and oy that are not defined.. 
Claims 7,8, 19 and 54. 

"X/Y deviation " is not defined. 
Claims 9,23,39,59 and 75 recite terms "Z ave ", "C" and Z exp " but fails to define their 
meanings. 

Claims 12,26,49, 61 and 78 recite terms such as "Y ave [b4]" but fails to define their 
meanings. 
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Claims 6,10,40,57, 60 and are rejected for the same reason for their respective 



dependence on rejected claims.
